ADEN, Arabia, April 23.—The British 


transport Harding arrived 
here today 


from Berbcra, the capital of Somaliland, 
l-:ast Africa and confirmed the report of 
a British defeat in Somaliland. The olli- 
cers of the Harding say that 10 officers 
and 180 men, out of a total British force 
of 220 men were killed recently in an en- 
gagement -with the Somalia. 


LONDON*,-April 23.—The war office to- 


day received-from Brig. Gen, Manning, in 
command of;the British forces in Somal- 
iland, a dispatch dated 20 mites west- 
ward of Galadi, Somaliland, April IS, as 
follows: 


"1 regret to report that (lying column 


under the command of Col. Cobbc, which 
left Galadi April 10 to reconnoitic the 
road to Walwal, has had a most serious 
check April 17. On the morning of April 
17, Col. Cobbc was at Gamburru, 40 miles 
westward of Galadi, and had decided to 
return to Galadi, owing to the serious 
difficulty in finding the road to Walwal 
and to the shortness of water.

hey do to an extent when they surrender 
partial control of- the public streets, " 


riving to private interests definite terms 
contractual rights therein. It is very 
difficult indeed to compel a corporation

streeta to do what it may desire for rea- 
son of self interests not 'to do so, even 
in cases where theoretically large pow- 
ers -of control are reserved to the govern 
ing authorities. The only way for a city

ADEN, Arabia, April 23.—The British j 


transport Harding arrived 
here today 


from Berbers, the capital of Somaliland, 
East Africa and confirmed the report of 
a British defeat in Somaliland. The offi- 
cers o£ the Harding say that 10 officers 
and ISO men, out of a total British force 
of 220 men were killed recently in an en- 
gagement with, the Somalis. 


LONDON, -April 23.—The war office to- 


day received'from Brig. Gen. Manning, in 
command of-'the British forces in Somal- 
iland, a dispatch dated 20 miles west- 
ward of Galadi, Somaliland, April IS, as 
follows: 


"I regret to report that flying column 


under the command of Col. Cobbe, which 
left Galadi April 10 to reconnoitre the 
road to Walwal, has had a most serious 
check April 17. On the morning of April 
17, Col. Cobbe was at Gamburru. 40 miles 
westward of Galadi, and had decided to 
return to Galadi. owing to the serious 
difficulty in finding the road to Wahval 
and to the shortness of water. 


He was about to leave his Zarcba (pro- 


tected camp) when firing was heard in 
the direction of a small party, under the 
command ci Captain Oliver, which had 
been sent in a westerly direction to re- 
connoitre.

lodge No. 1. Franklin lodge No. 2 in the 
same city was instituted later in the 
year. In 1821 
these were the 
only 


lodges known to the Odd Fellows in. Bal- 
timore to exist in America. Up to this 
time matters of interest and importance 
to the general welfare of the order had 
been referred to, managed and controlled 
by a committee of past grands, such com- 
mittees represented in a desultory and 
erratic manner the ideas embodied later 
in the sovereign grand lodges. Their 
power and prerogatives were never clear- 
ly defined, their 
authority 
never su- 


preme, nor unquestioned, yet it was the 
proud privilege of such a committee to 
organize a grand lodge of legislative ca- 
pacity, a grand lodge that has so grown 
in strength, dignity and wisdom, bene- 
ficence, power and influence for good on- 
ly, to the whole order, that it stands to- 
day without a peer among the delibera- 
tive and legislative assemblies of the 
world. 


Five men organized this grand lodge 


in February, 1821, 
and 
their names 


should be written as high upon the pil- 
lars of fame as are engraved those of the 


Fellowship. 
Thus, 


grand master and in 


this capacity he served well and faith- 
fully for more than twelve years. Jno. 
Entwisle was deputy grand master, Wm. 
S. Couth grand warden. Jno. Welch grand 
secretary, 3 no. Boyd grand treasurer. 


Like ihe founders of American liberty, 


these founders of American Odd Fel- 
lowship, though without scholarly at- 
tainments and destitute of knowledge in 
the deep and intricate mysteries of gov- 
ernment, unhesitatingly, rose 
to 
meet 


every emergency which they encountered 
n their oll'orts lo establish, maintain and 
advance Odd Fellowship 
on' American 


soil. 
Deficiencies in education and ex- 


jerience were supplied by sound common 
sense and an indefatigable resolution to 
succeed. Beneath the structure, rising 
slowly but surely under their labor a.nd 
guidance, lay the solid 
foundation 
of 


eternal truth. Permeating all its grace- 
:ul proportions were hope inspiring emo- 
tions of friendship and love. After the 
organization of the grand lodge in 1312 
the order grew rapidly, each decade ad- 
ding thousands upon thousands lo its 
ranks, until today it is the most power- 
ful fraternal order In the world having 
a membership of nearly one million five 
hundred thousand members. 
The iota' 


amount expended by the various bodies 
during the year was $3,939,785 out of 
total revenue of $10,782,562, Funds in- 
vested by the various branches of the 
order aggregate 
$29.952,76!). Statistics 


covering the period from 1810 to 1!!02 
show .that there have been 2.344,120 in 
itiations in subordinate lodges, i.ofiSjOO 
members relieved, 256,006 widowed fami 
lies relieved and a loss of 252,334. mem 
bers through death. The total revenue 
for the period was $240,430,422 and th> 
total expenditure for relief $92,6rt5,21-l.

agree as does the meat combine, on prices 
and arrangements by which 'the public 
are held up and the public deceived by 
means of improper freight charges as to 
the real expense in getting the coal to 
market. It is presumed the government 
may proceed, against the coal combina- 
tion on the belief the Sherman law is be- 
ing violated and equally so the Elkins 
law.

And it is precisely in the same communi- 
ties where the form of grant -obtains thai 
the best restilts generally are secured 
and it is in such communities that the 
relations between the corporation and the 
public are the most satisfactory.

WASHINGTON, April 22.—"No more 


German-baiting. 
Naval 
officers

stop talking about a possible war with 
Germany." These orders were issued by 
President Roosevelt before he started on 
his western lour. The president came to 
the conclusion that the efforts of-a' cer- 
tain class of officers to make trouble be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
had gone far enough. Admiral Dewcy's 
small indiscretion, which he so manfully 
acknowledged, 
was • the 
culmination. 


Ever 
since the Spanish-American 
war 


there has been something akin to a feud 
between German and American naval of- 
ficers—not between all the officers, of 
course, but in the minds of many o£ 
them. A great deal of unnecessary talk 
had been indulged in on both sides, most 
of which never found its way into print. 


In the American navy, at least, and 


probably in the German, there has grown 
up a feeling that the two navies are riv- 
als; that some day or other they are to 
come iuto collision. On this side of the 
water naval officers, officers of the navy 
department, naval writers and ship con- 
tractors have fallen into the habit of 
comparing the German navy with our 
own. "There has '.Been -ujuch speculation 
as to what will happen when they clash. 
The development of the German navy is 
watched in Washington and 'has long 
been watched with eager 
and jealous 


eyes. 


This is the sort of thing 
President 


Roosevelt would like to put a stop to. 
He said before starting on his long tour 
that he could see the danger of it. Tho 
danger was in the direction of a false 
and unwarrantable feeling of rivalry and 
enmity. Mr. Roosevelt said ho hoped in 
future American naval officers and nil 
others iu the government service would 
act and speak with so much discretion 
as to give no cause for annoyance to the 
German government or irritation to tho 
German press. Whether or not 
the, 


president's wishes will,be smelly obey- 
ed only tho future can determine. It is 
not easy in this country to cheek a. cur 
rent of feeling with a ukase, But it is 
safe to say tho next American naval of- 
ficer who 'talks of war with Germany or 
contrasts the lighting 
effectiveness 
of 


the two navies for publication will have 
a bad half hour with President Roose- 
velt if nothing worse happens.

URGES REMEDY FOR THE 


EXHAUSTION OF FUNDS 


Expresses Himself as in Favor of New 


Charter Being Adopted and Ad- 


vocates Municipal Ownership 


of Waterworks System. 


With every member of the new council 


present and the auditorium of the city 
hall taxed to its capacity with specta- 
tors, Mayor Peter B. Xelson presented 
his inaugural address to the ahlermanic 
body at the first assemblage of the so- 
lons last evening, which was followed by 
miK-h applause. The document showed 
careful consideration 
and touched de- 


cisively on all the affairs of the city. It 
is superfluous to state that it was most 
ubly rendered, during the rendition of 
which close attention was given. Prior 
to the reading of the message, his honor 
.stnted it wa» an old custom to deliver an 
address, on such an occasion, and, in fol- 
lowing out the rule adopted by his pre- 
decessors he would present his message 
for consideration. 


Mr. Xc-lson gave his talk in a distinct 


and emphatic way. showing that he had 
carefully investigated the affairs of the 
municipality and "knew exactly where 
he was at" before he commenced the 
preparation of his manuscript. Aldermen 
and spectators freely 
expressed 
their 


opinion in most commendable terms on 
its composition and his delivery. Mr. 
Xelson assumed the duties of the posi- 
tion with becoming dignity. He is lib- 
eral but firm and weighs every argument 
for its full value before making a decis- 
ion. That he will make a most efficient 
official is a foregone conclusion. His 
desk last evening was covered with sev- 
eral bouquets of American beauties, car- 
nations and other appropriate decorations 
presented to him by admiring friends. 
Mayor Nelson's message, speaking for 
itself, wa.3 without a single exception, 
one oi the most able and impressive in- 
augural addresses ever delivered by any 
city official. It is herewith given in full: 
To" the Honorable Members of the Com- 


mon Council of Eaciuc: 
(Gentlemen:—An evidence of the rapid 


growth and increasing importance of our 
ritv is the fact that tonight we for the 
first time meet with eleven wards to be 
represented in your council and your 
membership soon to be increased 
to 


twenty-two. 
This extension of our city both in pop- 


ulation and interests brings with it new 
problems, greater responsibility and a 
necessity for more careful attentio_n to 
cuty by the various departments of our 
citv government. Together with this, we 
must' also recognize that the proper ad- 
ministration of municipal affairs is re- 
1' 
ceiving closer attention by the people. 
A cine pride in local affairs is more and 
more standing guard over its servants, 
at the same time encouraging them to 
perform their duties well. I trust that 
the confidence which 
the people have 


shown in us will not be shaken by any 
failure on our part, or on the part of 
any of the city departments to act hon- 
estly, perform" our duties faithfully, as- 
suming responsibility when it should be 
assumed, and without fear and without 
favor. 
CONDITION OF CITY'S FINANCES. 
The proper expenditure of the city's 


moneys is one of the most important du- 
ties before us. 
The natural desire to 


make improvements, necessary and desir- 
able, could easily lead us into financial 
difiiculties that "would be ruinous, and 
these expenditures must of necessity be 
kept within proper bounds, so that they 
do not increase taxation to such an ex- 
tent as to become a burden to our peo- 
ple nor drive industries from our city. 
I regret to state that I find the various 
funds in such condition as bars any 
crowth or expansion'in any of the city 
departments. I find that contracts have 
been entered into for city work that 
more than uses every dollar of money 
to the credit of the improvement fund, 
and it is a matter that the council should 
understand as well as the people of the 
c-itv of Racine that with these contracts 
entered into by the former administra- 
tion, it will be impossible for us during 
the coming year to expend any amount 
in citv improvements. It will be a diffi- 
cult task ,under thn cimiin'-taiices, to 
even keep the funds in such condition as 
to meet the necessary expenditures of 
the various city departments. This will 
of necessity require strict care, and, econ- 
omy in the coming year to curry 113 sare- 
]y through, and I must request your aid 
a'nd assistance in so conducting mir af- 
fairs, that the finances may in this fu- 
ture be in a more satisfactory condition. 
We must adopt some plan by which we 
ran avoid the exhausting of our funds so 


that actions aeainst the city for dam- 
a-es on account of defective walks have 
g?o«-n more frequent, causing unneces- 
<arv !<*,* and expense to tne city. This 
can be avoided. The duty ultimately 
rests upon the owner to construct and 
maintain safe walks. This duty can be 
enforced, and it i= better to do so than 
,o puv ro-ts of litigation for resulting 
.lain'aws. and I shall expect that the 
board™ of public works shall make an 
earnest efl'ort to see that the sidewalks 
arc placed in good condition and that 
when notice has once been given to the 
property owner to repair or rebuild his 
walks, that such order is then enforced 
without delay. 


CHARTER. 


The conflict that now exists between 


our special charter and the general laws 
of the state gives rise to continual con- 
fusion and uncertainty as to the proper 
conduct of our city's affairs, sometimes 
threatening it with serious loss and in- 
jury. I believe that you should at the 
earliest moment take up the question of 
adopting the general charter or such pro- 
visions 'thereof as are applicable to our 
needs. Then provision should be made 
for the publication of the laws applica- 
ble to our city, together with the ordi- 
nances. 


SCHOOL BONDS. 


I find that the liiah school bonds issu 


ed June 1. 18!):). may, at the option o 
tne city, be redeemed on June 1, 1003. 
As this 'issue bears interest at four per 
cent, and we have sufficient money to 
take them up. we should take the neces- 
sary steps immediately under the bond 
ordinance to exercise our option to re- 
deem. This will save us annual interest 
of two thousand dollars. 


FEES AND LICENSES. 


Our streets are constantly being torn 


up lor the purpose of making sewer, 
water and gas connections and 
other 


work of this nature, and the city is be- 
ing put to considerable expense in furn- 
ishing permits, etc.. and it necessitates

joint report on the proceedings in com- 
mittee or separate reports on the part 
of the senate and the assembly mem- 
bers, the assembly conferees refusing to 
consent to a joint report. , 
' if a. new bill is introduced it is con- 
ceded that it will be a legislative meas- 
ure—that is, it will provide for the ap- 
plication of the primary system up to 
and including members of the legislature 
—and retain the convention system for 
the nomination of candidates for state 
offices and members of congress. 


There is an impression that the ad- 


ministration forces would not wish to 
refer the primary question to the voters 
at the next spring election, and that they 
took a. chance with their seventh propo- 
sition in the belief that it would not be 
accepted. As has been made clear, the 
one great desire is to have the next leg- 
islature chosen under the primary sys- 
tem, and those who have been pushing 
the bill from the administration side dis- 
like to see their chances for bringing 
that to pass fade away one after the oth-

anti-Semi'tic riots at Kishineff, 
capital 


of Bessarabia, April 20, when a number 
of workmen organized an attack on the 
Jewish inhabitants. The minister of the 
interior has ordered the adoption of spec- 
ial measures to restore order iu tlie town 
and district.

Eventually, he made-the 
passage and Henry Beitler was made 
clerk. 
It was found .exceedingly diffi- 


cult however to accomplish business. 


The municipal ownership fight now in 


progress here is the most exciting which 
the state capital has witnessed in many 
years. Chicago sent men who are said to 
favor the Mueller bill and Mayor Harri- 
son Greame Stewart.the recently defeated 
candidate for Chicago's mayorality chair, 
John M. Harlan, and others of influence 
have been here several days working for 
it. The Lindley bill, the municipal own- 
ership measure favored by an active mi- 
nority, has however, been forced ahead. 
Yesterday the speaker arbitrarily refused 
a roll call on a motion to postpone con- 
sideration of the Lindley bill although 
a majority of the house demanded the 
roll.
